21 Allo, it there be any Minors which doe Worke in 
any Meare, Grove , Shate, Veine, Kake or ( TEunds, 
according to the cuitome of the Mine atorelaid , tor 
that ve doe lay a paine, that no perion or perfons at any 
time or times , neither by day nor night (tall caſt in any 
of the (aid Grounds, howloever they thall be wrought, 
upon paine for every Offence ren pounds. For if any 
Grounds be not wrought kwtully , there is a Law tor 
reformation. to be had in ſuch cales provided. 

32 Alfo we will that the Lord of the Field, or his 
Deputy, and the Barghmalter or his Depnty, ſhall goe 
once a weeke once or twice over the Field, and where 
they tinde any of theſe Articles not done, or any that 
doe offend in any of them, they ſhall doe their deligence 
to reform the ſame : And it any ot theſe paines bee 
broken or forfeited, they (hall endeavour themſelves and 
inquire thereof, and preſent the Ottenders. and Offen» 
ces at the great Court of Barmoote trom time to time.
